anding Land Forces, which are

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ſtrongeſt Ties of Duty, Intereſt and Inclination, would be a better Defence to 
his Majeſty, than an Army of Sixteen, or Thirty Thouſand Men. If Miniſters 
and Patriots would turn their Thoughts to: ſuch things as theſe, Britain 
might ſoon become a calm, an eaſy, and happy People 5 and thereby, and its 
many other Advantages, might make the greateſt Figure of any Kingdom or State 
in Europe. But on the otber Hand, If Party-Quarrels ſball continue to be 
#hought the only Things worth minding ; and if inſtead of forgiving and for- 
getting on all Sides paſt Injuries and Miſtakes, we go on to 3 in Strife

2 1 Sum allow'd for Non-Effectives, but on the 
AV contraty, for Encreaſing the Number of Effective 
Go Men, deducted from the Officers of each SIP 
of Horſe and Dragoons four Servants, which ha 
> been allow'd to them on the Muſters, and were 
e ſteem d as part of their Perſonal Pay; which 
Method, if it had been now purſu'd, would have 
encreas d the Number of Effective Men to ten more in each Troop of 
Horſe, and nine more in each Company of Foot, amounting in the 
whole to 3150 Effective Men, more than there are on the preſent Eſta- 
bliſhment for 1718, and this without any further Expence to the Na- 
tion, than the Sum now demanded for the preſent Effablihment Or 
in this Method, the preſent Number of Effective Men might have 
been provided for with a ſaving to the Publick of 63096 J. 6 5. 8 d. 


II. Ir may be alſo obſerved, That a further Sum of 55,000 J. at 
leaſt, might have been ſaved to the Publick, and yet the ſame Num- 


ber of Effective Horſe-Dragoons, and Foot kept up, as are on the 


preſent Eſtabliſhment, by Disbanding of Regiments, and Increafing 


the Private Men in thoſe remaining, to larger and more uſeful Num-, 


bers: Even admitting that all the reduced Officers would have been 
Intituled to Half Pay, | 3 


III. Bu r if 12, ooo Effective Men, in Regiments and Companies 


of the Numbers which were thought moſt uſeful for Service in a 
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of War, had been thought ſufficient for the Security of the Publick 
Tranquillity in a time of Peace, a very great Sum might then have 

Led to the Nation, either towards the ſinking the Publick Debts, 
or eaſing the Nation of ſome part of the Taxes 2 this preſent Year

IV: AccoaDiNnG to the Eſtabliſhments for the Exgli Forces, till 
lately the Officers Servants were not included in their Perſonal Pay, 
but included in the Numbers of the Private Men, allow'd on the re- 
ſpective Eſtabliſhments. It is true, that tho? thoſe Servants were en- 
tred on the Muſter-Rolls, they have, for ſome Years paſt on muſter- 
ing, been excus'd, as being ſuppos'd to be employ'd about the Affairs 


of the reſpective Officers, whole Servants they were. But from hence 


it is apparent, they were originally real and not fictitious Men, and 
were always computed on the Muſters as part of the Forces. The 
Prince who made the Eſtabliſhment, did allow to the Officers ſuch 
Number of Servants as he thought fit: And it has been remarked, 
That his late Majeſty King Willzam, after the Reſwick Peace, was plea- 
ſed to retrench the number of Servants, formerly allow'd to the Officers, 


which they indeed eſteem'd taking away ſo much of their Perſonal 


Pay. This will fully explain what is meant in ſaying that the Provi- 
fion made fer this Day Su Year 1718, for 16347 Effective Men, is 
really a Proviſion fer an Army of 20616, according to the Muſter- 
Rolls of England, till the Method was lately changed. And here 1 
ſhall further remark, That till about the End of the late King James's 
Reign, the Officers Servants were, on Muſters, obliged to appear in 

* clothed, and accoutered as other Soldiers; they were after- 
wards not muſtered in the Ranks, but obliged to appear, and were 
muſtered as Officers Servants. A greater Remiſsneſs or Indulgence, in 
muſtering thoſe Servants, has of later Years happen'd, but they were 
always kept in the Muſter-Rolls untill the Eſtabliſhments of the Ar- 
my, which were made in the Year 1712, which expreſs'd only the Num- 
ber of Private Men, of the ſeveral Troops and Companies, which 
were to be really, and to all Intents and Purpoſes Effective Men, And 
then it was that the Pay of the Officers was eſta bliſh'd at the ſever:{ 
Rates as formerly, with an Addition of ſo much. as the Pay of their 
Servants reſpectively amounted to. 
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V. Tur Six Non. Effectives in each Troop and Company, the Pay of 

which is now included in the Sum demanded from the Parliament, is Aid 

to be apply'd thus, Vz. One Man of each Troop and Company in each 
Regiment for the Benefit of the Colonel; the Pay of another Man for 
the Benefit of the Agent of the Regiment; the Pay of Two Men to the 
Captain, to enable him to recruit his Troop or Company; and the Pay 
of the other two Men for the Benefit, of the Widows of deceaſed Offi- 
cers: And, if I am rightly inform'd, 1716 was the firſt Year in which it 
was ever attempted to introduce a National Charge of this Nature, 'The 
Officers, of each Troop of Horſe and Dragoons have had long the 
allowance of ſeven Servants, or Non- Effective Men; and the Of- 
ficers of each Company of Foot of five Servants, or Non- Effective- 
Men, befides three Servants more extraordinary for the Colonel of 
each Regiment of Horſe and Dragoons, and three Servants extraordi- 
nary for the Colonel, and one for the Quarter-Maſter of each Regi- 


ment of Foot, and which have been uſually muſtered for them in the 


younger Troops and Companies of the reſpective Regiments; and by 


long uſage this Allowance has been eſteem'd as part of their Perſonal 
Pay. And if this other Innovation of fix other Non-Efe&ive Men in 
each 'Troop and Company be ſubmitted to for ſome time, it will in 
like manner gain the force of a National Eſtabliſhment, and be 
eſteem'd as part of the Perſonal Pay of the reſpective Officers and Per- 


| ſons for whoſe Benefit the ſame is now allow'd. 


VI. As to the Allowance of the Pay of one Man in each Troop 
and Company, for the Colonel, it pretends to no other Foundation, 
but that it is neceſſary for their Support, That this further Addition 
ſhould be made to their Perſonal ay. 


VII. As to the Day's Pay in each Troop and Company for the 
Agent of the Regiment, it is a moſt groſs Impoſition. The Crown 
allows, and the Nation pays it, a very competent Salary, for the 
Pay-Maſter-General of * Army and his Clerks; but that they 
ſhouꝰd be at the Charge of every minute Diſpoſition of this 9 —__

Publick Money was never, till of late, I think, "ill Taft Year, attempt- 


ed; and then only — by a Warrant from the Crown, but is 


now endeavour'd to be Eftabliſh'd by a direct Demand to Parliament. 
The former Uſage in this Caſe, was to allow the Agent of each Re- 

iment two Pence in the Pound of the Pay thereof, which was thought 
a ſufficient Compenſation for his Trouble: And as far as the private 
Men were concern'd, this was taken out of their Of-reckonings, al- 
low'd for Cloathing, and thereby the Colonel's Benefit of the Cloath- 
ing was ſo much leſſen d. And this makes it neceſſary to obſerve, That 
in common Regiments of Foot, where the Pay of a Private Man is 
Eight Pence per Diem, (and greater Deductions where the Pay of Pri- 
vate Men are higher) Six Pence per Diem is allow'd to the Man for his 
Subſiſtance, and Two Pence per Diem is deducted for the Off- reckonings, 
and out of the Off. rec konings, Twelve Pence in the Pound Poundage, and 
a Day's Pay for the Royal Hoſpital at Cheljea, for his whole Pay is ſatisfy'd, 
and alſo the two Pence in the Pound to the Agent: The remaining Net 
Off. reckonings, are to pay for his Cloaths, and if any Thing remain, it is 
for the Benefit of the Colonel: And I believe it will not be pretended, 


that they are Looſers in this Matter, it being very well known, that con- 


fiderable Gratifications are given by Clothiers of Regiments, to the 
Colonels on this Account; and is no {mall Perquiſite in the value of 
a Regiment: And indeed by long Uſage, it is now become eſteem'd a 
very Legal Perquiſite, and to which they are thought to have as good 
a Right, as to any Part of their Perſonal Pay. Ties General 
Wood deceaſed (as I have been informed) had a very nice Conſcience 
in this Particular, and believed, That whatever Money was ſaved on 
the Cloathing, was the real Property of the Private Men ; and 'tis 
ſaid he did conſtantly diſtribute the Remainder amongſt them. But 
be this as it will, Is there the leaſt Foundation in Equity, to burthen 


the Publick with the Payment of the Salaries of Agents of Regiments, 


only to increaſe the Colonels Perquifites, with relation to the Off- 
Reckonings, and to ſave to him and the other Commiſſion-Officere, 


two Pence in the Pound of their own Perſonal Pay ? But indeed there 


is ſill, by this Management, a further and very confiderable Advan- 
tage to the Colonel by the Sales of the Agencies of their Regiments; 
for there is a great difference in the Value of ſuch an Employment, 
at the Rate of two Pence in the Pound, and the Pay of a Man 
in each Troop and Company; for at that rate, an Agent to a Regi- 
ment ef Horſe of Nine 'Troops is one Pound two Shillings and fix 


* Pence per Diem, which is one Shilling ger Diem more than the Pay of 
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- a Captain of Horſe, Servants included. It will be no improper Pi 
greſſion to remark in this Place, That Colonels having the Power to 
Place and Diſplace Agents at their Pleaſure, and to accept as they 
ſhall think fir, of the Securities for the faithful Diſcharge of ſuch Ot- 
fces, very great Partiality hath e in the Execution of them; 
there being many Inſtances, where Regiments are intirely clear'd, (if 
not over- paid) and yet conſidera ble Arrears due to particular Officers 


by Over- payments to others, thro' the Partiality and Injuſtice of the 


Agents: This is a Truth too notorious to be contradicted. Beſides, 
it ſome time happens by the frequent change of Agents, that Officers 
find great Difficulties, not to lay Impoſſibilities, to paſs their Ac- 
counts, by being engaged with ſeveral Agents, diſpers'd in ſeveral 
Parts of the Kingdom, and ſometimes out of the Kingdom, or not to 
be heard of. I will venture to affirm that this Grievance might be re- 
dreſs'd, without any expence to the Publick ; and inſtead of Two 


Pence, at the Charge of one Half. penny per Pound out of the Pay of 


each Regiment, by eſtabliſhing an Office under the Direction of the 
Pay-Maiter-General of the Forces, for the regular ifſuing the Pay ot 
each Regiment to the reſpective Officer concern'd : But whatever 
ſhall be thought fit to be done in this Matter, ſurely there is no Co- 
lour or Pretence that the Publick ſhould be charged with the Payment 
of the Salaries to the Agents of Regiments. The firft Regiment of 
Guards by a long Uſage, have had a Commiſſion-Officer called their 
Sollicitor, who is in the nature of their Agent; but is this particular 
Favour to them by a new Innovation to be extended to the Agents of 
every Regiment, and to ſome in five times a greater Proportion ? 
For the Pay of the Solicitor of the firſt Regiment of Guards is eſta- 
bliſh'd only at 4 s. ber Diem. 


VIII. As to the Pay of two Men allow'd to the Captain for recruit- 
ing in a time of Peace, it ſeems a very extraordinary Demand; eſpe- 
cially when tis conſidered that no ſuch Allowance was made after the 
Peace of Reſwick, but inſtead thereof, King William thought fit to de- 
duct the Pay of a Servant from each Captain, towards the encrea- 
fing of the Effective- Men, altho' that was then thought to be taking fo 
much from their ancient Perſonal Pay. As to Captains of Horſe it is 
well known they are at no Expence, but rather reap Advantages by 
the Vacancies Which happen in their Troops. 


IX. A 
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IX. As to the Pay of two Men in each Troop or Company, for 
the Benefit of the Widows of deceaſed Officers, it is intirely new, as 
a Demand upon the Publick. It was Originally began, and of late 
Date, by cemmon Conſent of the Officers themſelves, as a Charity 
to the Widows of rheir deceaſed Brethren ; And as ſuch I preſume the 
afforded it out of the Perquiſites belonging to themſelves by the Al. 
lowance or Connivance of the Prince, or at leaſt of the General and 
General Officers ; for by this they had ſo much leſs than they other- 
wiſe wou'd have had towards the Expence of keeping their Troops 
and Companies full: But ſurely their Conduct in this Matter, however 
it aroſe, or however it was grounded, is far from being a Rule to di- 
rect the publick Charity of the Nation. I muſt obſerve on this Occa- 
fion, that ſuch and the like Objects of Compaſſion have been always 
thought the proper Care of the Crown, and the Civil Liſt of his Ma- 
Jeſty, in which I heartily concurr'd, is large enough, I hope, to enable 
him to do as great Acts of Charity, as were ever done by any of his 
Predeceſſors. No Man living ſhall be more forward than my ſelf to 
concur in every thing which has the Face of Charity, and there is no 
Proportion that I would ftick at to relieve the Want of the Poor; 
and I ſhould think no Part of my Incomings, in common with 
others, too much for the general Happineſs and Welfare of the Britiſb 
Nation: But at the ſame time I muſt freely declare my Opinion, that 
there are many other Caſes which equally deſerve the Publick Chari- 
ty with that which I am now treating of. And ſurely whatever ſhall 
be thought fit to be done in this Matter, it ſhould not be done in the 
Dark, but the Parliament ſhould be inform'd of the Circumſtances of 
the Perſons who are the Objects of this Charity, and fix and appro- 
priate the ſame accordingly, and not leave it to be diſtributed ac- 
_ cording to the Pleaſure and Humours of any Miniſtry whatever. 


X. Tux Parliament have Voted 16347 Effective Men for the 
Service of the Year 1718. but I think they are {till at liberty, by a 
Clauſe of Appropriation, to fix the Sum which is neceſſary for that 
Purpoſe, and to ſave whatever can be ſaved to a Nation under the 


greateſt Preſſures. 
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XI, T a2 matter of Half. Pay will ſoon come under their Conſide- | 


ration, and I doubt not butall will be ſaved that can be ſaved-on that 
Head, with a juſt regard to the Perſons concern'd in that Demand. 

I have taken forms Patol to enquire into this Aﬀair, and there ſeem to 
me to have been many and great Abuſes therein, which need Redreſs, 
and which I ſhall endeavour, in the beſt manner I am able, to lay be- 
fore the Houſe; and whatever my Succeſs therein may be, I ſhall 


have at leaſt the Satisfaction of acquitting my ſelf to my Country of 
what I think my Duty in this Particular.

an additional and very great Charge to the Publick, which might have 
been ſaved without any Murmuring of the reduced Officers, had they 
been provided for in the new-raiſed Regiments, or as many of them as 
the ſaid Regiments would have taken up, in a due courſe of Seniority.

8 | Remarks 
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Remarks relating to the aforegoing Abſtract. 


I. As to the Warrant · Officers, the ſame were in the Year 1714, 5862 /. 
16 5. 3 d. How many ofthe Perſons in that Warrant are continued does 
not appear, but the Sum for ſuch Officers is, as aforeſaid, conſiderably 
encrealed at this time; and by the ſame Rule, and for the ſame Rea- 
ſons may be further ercreaſed to any greater Sum, at the pleaſure of 
Miniſters of State, either for the Benefit of their own, or the Favou- 
rites of others recommended to them: But if any thing of ſuch a Na- 
ture as this be fit to be made a National Expence, the Parliament are 
then to give away the Publick Money at the Pleaſure and Direction of 
a Miniſtry. But if any of the Perſons in this Liſt, are really Objects of 
Charity, they are properly under the Care and Compaſſion of the Crown ; 
bur ſurely ſuch ſort of Charity-Briefs to a Houſe of Parliament, have 
been bur very lately introduced ; and tis very fir to put a ſtop to a Pra- 
Ctice of this kind, in which the Nation has been far from being well 
uſed. And it is certain, that nothing like this was intended by the Par- 
liament, in their granting Half-pay to the Reduced Officers after the 
Keſwick Peace, and which was then even the firſt Preſident of that kind. 

II. As to the Officers of the Regiments reduced in Tre/and, this is the 
firſt time that ever ſuch a Demand was made, altho' there have been ma- 
ny Preſidents of Regiments, ſent from England into Ireland, and Re- 
giments there disbanded to make room for them; And why the Britiſo 
Parliament ſhould now begin to do what they never did, is not eaſy to 
gueſs.

As far as Ireland 
is Eaſed by promoting in the New-raiſed Regiments in Britain, any of 
the Officers which were on the Half. pay Eſtabliſnment of that King- 
dom, they have no Colour to complain, if they are now charged with

Titles of thoſe two Accounts, I have nothing at preſent to obſerve vpon 
them; And I preſume this Seſſions of Parliament is now too near a Con- 
cluſion to hope for any Fruit from a Labour of this kind, And indeed 1 
have mentioned thoſe Papers with a Deſign chiefly to put Gentlemen in 
mind that they are before the Houſe, and that Copies may be taken of 
them, and ſome Pains taken about them by ſuch who are willing to allow 
a little of their Time for the Service of their Country, which may be of 
Vie at the next Meeting of Parliament. And I am alſo willing to hope, 
that this may be an Intimarion to the proper Officers to prepare ſuch Com- 
putations from the ſaid Books, as may give the Houſe of Commons ſuch 
Information as tis evident was aimed at by their Addreſs for the ſame. 

If a careful Examination were made into the Management of the 
Affair of Half- pay of the Officers of the Fleet, it might be found liable 
to as great Objections, as thoſe which have been made relating to the 
Land-Service: And truly it would be very much for the Service of the 
Nation, if at the beginning of every Seſſions of Parliament, particu- 
lar Committees were appointed, to examine ſtrictly into every Part of 
the Adminiſtration of our Money- Affairs: For this probably would 
make Officers of all Kinds much more careful than of late Vears they 
have been in their Demands upon the Publick, in the Accounts and 
Eſtimates which are reſpictively brought in by them. 

It would be for the Eaſe of Gentlemen, who ſhall. hereafter be incli- 
ned to examine into the Matter of Half-pay, if Directions were 
given to exprels the ſeveral reduced Regiments in an Alphabetical Or- 


der, according to the Sirnames of the reſpective reduced Colonels, and 


to mention in the Liſt of each Regiment, the ſeveral Officers in diſtinct 
Columns, expreſſing their Qualities, or at leaſt to mention them 
in ſome one conſtant fixed Method ; for the Variation every Year herein, 
makes an Enquiry into ſuch Liſts much more difficult than orherwile it 
wou'd be. 5 

I ſhall mention one Thing more, and leave it to the Conſideration of 


Gentlemen, viz. Thar Regimenral Liſts ſhould now be given in, of the 


ſeveral Commitiion- Officers of Horſe, Foot, and Dragoons, of the 
Standing Forces, for the Year 1718. that when the like Liſt is 


required at the next Meeting of Parliament, it may be the more eaſily 


ſeen, what Vacancies have happened in the Interval, and how the ſame

It were to be wiſh'd, that a certain Sum could be fixed for the annual 
Expence of the Forces neceſſary in a Time of Peace, and thar the Or- 
dinance Contingencies, and all other Things relating thereto might be 
included in that Sum; that the Nation might thereby be ar a certainty 
of their Charge in this Particular, and that the ſame was no more than 
they were able annually to bear. And it were alſo to be wiſh'd, that 
the ſame certainty could be come at in relation to the Navy. It would 
be then more Incumbent on the Miniſters and Officers of the Crown, 
than perhaps they at preſent imagine it to be, to ſhew their Zeal and 
Duty to His Majeſty, by a frugal Management of the Publick Trea- 
ſure ; becauſe in ſuch a Caſe, whatever was ſaved, would be ſaved for 
the ſole and intire Benefit of the Crown without Account. But until 
Matters can be brought to ſuch a Regulation as this, which was certainly 
the ancient Method, it is the indiſpenſible Duty of the Parliament, nar- 
rowly to inſpect the Management of Miniſters and Officers, ſinee at 
preſent all Miſapplications of the Publick Money is a Loſs, and a Loſs - 
only to the Nation. -
